To  realize  how  many 
there  are  of  these  poor  lost  ones, 
it  would  be  only  necessary  to  ac- 
company me  on  one  of  my  country 
trip..  The  villages  in  which  the 
truth  I a.  not  yet  been  proclaimed, 
are  countless.  Even  in  thosc-whcre 
some  work  lias  been  done,  it  is 
seldom  that  there  can  be  found  a 
dozen  believers.  \Ve  count  our- 
selves happy  when  we  can  speak 
of  a village  having  halt  a dozen 
Christian  families,  within  its  lim- 
it., At  the  meetings  just  referred 
to,  there  were  forty -applicants  for 
baptism,  of  whom  twenty-seven 
were  received.
